Next, the White House put out an 
explanation that for the first time 
implicated H.R. (Bob) Haldeman 
and John D. Ehriichman, who Mr.

Lowell Weicker, the Con- 
necticut Republican who is a mem- 
ber of the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee, is understandably concerned 
about Nixon administration efforts 
ta tarnish him, obviously to reduce 
the credibility of what he says as a 
committee member, 

This is an old politica] game: If 
you can’t shut 'em up, discredit ‘em 
$0 nobody will put faith in what they 
say. And few have played that game 
better than President Nixon and his 
associates. 

Part of what makes the whole Wa- 
tergate mess so appalling is)the the- 
sis on which those pushing the re- 
election of Mr. Nixon operated: that 
you did not conduct a campaign just 
by discussing and debating public is- 
sues, butthat you sought out and cir- 
culated derogatory information 
about your opponents, particularly 
in regard to their private lives, and 
if ne such information were avail- 
able, you made up some and circu- 
lated it. 

Apparently the same mentality 
prevailed in the Nixon administra- 
tion in regard to the committee to in- 
vestigate the Watergate matter.
